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PATRIOTIC BANKERS? 














Banking conservativism is al- 
ways commendable, and never more 
so than in times of stress. Whether 
the financial crisis with which we 
are now confronted is the result of 
natural workings in the money 
market, or to a tendency on the 
part of bankers to take advantage 
of a situation which has presented 
itself as a result of the war in 
Europe may be debatable; but cer- 
tain facts are known: The increase 
in the volume of money in circula- 
tion during August and Septem- 
ber was above $300,000,000. With 
more or less restriction in nearly 
every trade field this huge increase 
should have supplied every reason- 
able demand made upon it. But 
the borrower, on both call and time 
loans, is confronted with a rate 
ranging from 6 to 8 per cent.; and 
even then he often fails to obtain 
the amount for which he asks. It 
is asserted that this condition has 
been brought about by the hoard- 
ing of individuals and the smaller 
banks. Evidently there is some 
truth in this statement; but it can 
hardly account for the extraordi- 
nary situation which exists today 
in most of the large commercial 
centres of the United States. 

When the fact is considered that 
95 per cent. of the business of the 
country is done on credit, the 
strangle hold which the banks have 
on American trade becomes pain- 
fully apparent. Bitter criticism. of 
the banking situation is heard in 
not one but a hundred directions; 
still we cannot bring ourselves to 





credit the assertion that the banks 
of the country generally are actu- 
ated by greed, and we are certain 
there is nothing in present condi- 
tions to engender fear. So acute 
has become the situation, however, 
that Secretary of the Treasury Mc- 
Adoo has taken pointed steps to re- 
buke those bankers who for a pass- 
ing profit would stifle the industry 
of the country. The situation also 
has tended to accelerate the organ- 
ization of the Federal Reserve sys- 
tem. Governor Charles J. Hamlin 
has announced that operations will 
begin not far from November Ist. 
This system is the outcome of seven 
years of study and discussion. It 
presents inducements for capital to 
work instead of remaining idle. It 
is expected to protect the country 
against any sort of a panic, and in 
the end gives both banker and cus- 
tomer the confidence which comes 
from the knowledge that the Gov- 
ernment appears in the transaction 
for the purpose of protecting both. 

We believe—and we hope we are 
correct—that our bankers have not 
descended to the business level of 
pawn brokers; and that soon the 
skies will be cleared of the finan- 
cial ciouds which have overshad- 
owed them most of the time since 
October, 1907.

NEW SOURCES OF POTASH 

The importance of potash is 
making itself felt in Great Britain. 
Most of its supply of artificial 
potash manure comes from Ger- 
many. The existing stock is very 
small and, of course, no further 
importation is possible for the 
present. 

The Board of Agriculture and 
Fisheries is drawing the atten- 
tion of farmers and gardeners to 
the necessity for seeking new 
sources. The chief manure 
sources of potash immediately 
are seaweed, which already is ex- 
tensively used as manure on the 
British Coast, and weeds, prun- 
ings, bush-weed, and _ general 
vegetable refuse.. 

Sea weed, says the London 
Pharmaceutical Journal, should 
be collected in quantities by ail 
who have access to this form of 
manure. Broad weed may be 
used directly as manure; grassy 
and tangle should be dried and 
burnt whereyer possible. All kinds 
of fresh weed should yield 20 to 
30 pounds of potash. Vegetable 
refuse not suitable for direct ap- 
plication to the soil should be 
burnt, The ashes should contain 
from 10 to 15 per cent. potash. 
Wood ashes contains from 5 to 
IO per cent. 

The hunt for potash, apparent- 
ly, will be vigorously pursued for 
some time in Great Britain and 
the United States.

Market Transactions Are Moderate 
—Supplies Expected from Hol- 
land, Denmark, Sweden and 
Switzerland — Goods Received 
from America.

Lonvon, Oct. 7—Business is. ex- 
tremely quiet, and market transac- 
tions are moderate. British chemi- 
cal manufacturers are reported to 
be coming forward with offerings 
of salicylic acid, sodium salicylate 
and acetyl-salicylic acid. It is also 
understood that  acetyl-salicylic 
acid, hexamethylenetetramine, 
phenazone, salol, ete., in certain 
moderate quantities are likely to be 
supplied from Holland, Denmark, 
Sweden and Switzerland. 

Arsenic, Cornish, is lower, 20£ 
per ton being the prevailing quota- 
tion; carbolice acid, erystals, 39 de- 
grees, is steady at 10d per pound, 
according to make, quantity and 
packing; crude, 60%, is quoted at 
2s. 3d., and liquid, 98%, at 1s. 5d.; 
camphor in 2%-lb. slabs is held at 
2s. per pound; copper sulphate, 
21£ per ton; citric acid is slightly 
cheaper, 3s. 3d. per pound being 
asked; cloves are firm at 8d. per 
pound; glycerine, 100£ per ton in 
tins and cases; menthol, 11s. per 
pound for leading brands; oil of 
sandal, 23s. per pound; opium, 21s. 
per pound, with very little doing; 
potassium bromide, 3s. 9d. per 


pound, recent arrivals from Amer- 
ica having eased the market some- 
what. Sodium bromide is quoted 
at 3s. 9d. Caustie potash, 82%, 79£ 
10s.; quicksilver has advanced and 
is held at 9£ 5s. per flask; quinine, 
Amsterdam, is quiet at 1s. 2d. per 
ounce; quillaia, 57£ 10s. per ton; 
tartaric acid is easier at 1s. 9¥%d 
per pound, with quotations for for- 
ward delivery at ls. 6d. 


AFTER GERMAN PATENTS 





(CORRESPONDENCE WEEKLY DrvuG

Lonpon, Sept. 26, 1914. 

A good deal of delay has been expe- 

rienced in obtaining permits to export 

certain drugs and chemicals prohibited un- 

der proclamation. The Privy Council and 

Board of Trade having called in the 

assistance of a Committee of Experts are 








now, however, in a better position to cope 
with applications, and permits for exporta- 
tion are being more freely granted. 

Great interest is being aroused by the 
two days’ hearings in Court of applications 
by British firms to manufacture such pro- 
ducts as Salvarsan and Aspirin under 
German patents. It was definitely elicited 
on the first day from the Controller that 
the Board of Trade have power in their 
discretion to revoke any license but that 
the question of royalty could not be de- 
cided; it depended for instance on the 
treatment which British patentees received 
in Germany. He should not advise the 
entire suspension of the patent for Sal- 
varsan, A decision was postponed until 
after submission of the report to the Board 
of Trade. 

On the second day an application was 
made by Burroughs Wellcome & Co., to 
supply hexamethylenetetramine under the 
title and Trade Mark of ‘“Urotropine” the 
name under which it has been imported 
from Germany. The application was post- 
poned for three months. 

The hostile attitude assumed by phar- 
maceutical chemists and the public through- 
out Germany with regard to British phar- 
maceutical preparations and patent reme- 
dies cannot fail to sympathetically prejudice 
the sale of American products of a similar 
nature. Burroughs Wellcome & Co., who 
have for many years devoted special atten- 
tion to the German markets and succeeded 
in establishing an important clientele, 
although a British firm, have nevertheless 
been vaguely regarded as American pio- 
neers, and among others have been more 
particularly singled out for the boycott. 

American manufacturers should there- 
fore lose no time in acquainting the Ger- 
man and Austrian trade of their correct 
claims to preferential treatment as neutrals. 

Our Paris correspondents under date 
12th inst., inform us that consequent upon 
the retirement of the German army from 
the neighborhood of Paris there will be 
henceforward a goods service by rail every 
Saturday to Bordeaux in connection with 
outgoing steamers. 

In our markets this week more attention 
has been paid to heavy chemicals while 
the demand for fine chemicals and drugs 
has been restricted to a few items for the 
Government and home trade requirements. 
Several large lots of bromine and bromides, 
as anticipated in our last report as prob- 
able, have just been landed here from New 
York and other exports from your side 
inter alia acetate of lime, aloin, Antiphlo- 
gistin, dextrine, formaldehyde, lime juice, 
milk sugar, sodium hyposulphite have 
materially relieved our markets and prices 
have eased off somewhat in consequence.

PorasH Caustic small lots have been 
received from the Continent of 50% and 
88% which were rapidly picked up. 
English make 80/82% has been sold at 
£80 and supplies are running short, 
manufacturers only letting out 2 ton lots. 
The export from Germany to the U. S. A. 
yearly has been over 4000 tons. One of 
the largest works in Alsace has been com- 
pletely razed to the ground during the 
present war. The manufacturers of rail- 
way grease and machine lubricators may 
probably find their production seriously in- 
terfered with. ,

New York Markets 


Far from causing serious price disturb- 
ances, as was feared at first, reports that 
Holland has placed an embargo on all 
German products and no longer will per- 
mit them to cross her frontier to Rotter- 
dam for shipment to the United States and 
other neutral countries, has caused only 
more pronounced stagnation in the drug 
and chemical trade, accompanied by slight- 
ly weaker prices in the general run, with 
only here and there an article priced 
higher. 

Possibly lack of official confirmation of 
the reported Dutch embargo has produced 
this apathy. The action, if taken, would 
bar absolutely, all German dyes, potash, 
many heavy chemicals, and essential oils, 
the small receipts of which have done 
much to steady the market and maintain 
a quieter tone in the last month. But no 
word has been received on the subject from 
the government of Holland and the market 
is in the dark as to the policy which will 
be pursued. Cablegrams of a few days 
ago telling of the arrest of Dutch burghers 
near the frontier for transporting German 
articles across the border seem to give a 
tone of verity to the report that trade will 
be stopped. 

Dependent on Holland’s attitude is the 
success or failure of the steamship Matan- 
zas which New York business men are 
sending to Rotterdam in ballast for a 
cargo of chemicals and dyestuffs from Ger- 
many. If trade with Germany is barred, 
then all the available cargo will be what 
amounts may be stored in Rotterdam or 
in other cities in the Netherlands, a small 
and inconsequential stock at the outside, 
according to popular belief. 

Should trade between Germany and Hol- 
land continue, however, and should Great 
Britain deem it wise to permit steamships 
floating the American flag to ply back and 
forth across the Atlantic carrying eastward 
American articles for Germany and west- 
ward German cargoes for America, then 
the tense situation which has existed here 
because of the curtailment of supplies from 
the Fatherland will be relieved immeasur- 
ably, and no concern need be felt as long 
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as Germany can spare men to work the 
mills’ and mines. 


Official advices have been received in 
this country from the Imperial Government 
in Berlin stating that hereafter German 
goods will be sold in the United States 
only with the guarantee that they be not 
re-exported, and that they will be trans- 
ported only in American bottoms. These 
rules are inflexible and no deviations will 
be permitted. The former rule grows out 
of the complaints made in New York to 
the German Ambassador, Count Von 
Bernstorff, that certain firms here have 
bought German dyes and reshipped them 
to England, where thousands of looms al- 
ready are idle through lack of coloring ma- 
terial. The latter rule was promulgated 
following Great Britain’s recent declara- 
tion that all German goods, whether in 
neutral boats or consigned to neutral ports, 
would be seized when found and taken, al- 
though where the ownership had passed to 
neutrals, payment would be made. 


Despite all these eventualities in the last 
week, the market failed to evince any ten- 
dencies one way or the other. It refused 
to rally in support of the bull movement 
and would not drop materially in accord- 
ance with the wishes of the bear element 
Less than a score of products have ad- 
vanced in price in a week, and of the hun- 
dred odd that sagged, few dropped away 
more than a fraction, and seemed ready to 
spring back to old marks at the faintest 
sign of demand. 

Plainly, the prognostications of experi- 
enced market men are being realized, the 
big buyers, the large manufacturers, the 
heaviest consumers are holding off, and 
will continue to hold off as long as pos- 
sible in the hope something will happen to 
save them from the higher quotations now 
set. Plainly, too, the market was not 
nearly so badly off for certain articles as 
was feared six weeks ago when mounting 
prices caused belief that shelves were en- 
tirely denuded of stocks. It seems evident 
that the raids which first sent marks sky- 
ward were actuated merely by a “safety 
first’ principle, when all who could afford 
it strived to obtain the largest supplies 
possible in anticipation of a long war. 

Trade now, as regards quantity, has 
dropped back to about the volume that 
prevailed in July before the war started 
things humming. Demand is light, and 
quotations are asked only on small quan- 
tities. Buyers apparently realize that it is 
impossible to obtain large supplizs at this 
time, even in the face of increased prices, 
as holders of stocks are conserving them 
and endeavoring to make them ga round 
to all customers as well as possible. 

Great Britain continues to release medi- 
um sized quantities of the goods she has 
in storage, and in all the market one can- 
not find a single article which cannot be 
had now. But the outlook is gloomy, with 
a winter campaign in prospect. Apparently 
stocks must be consumed wholly long be- 
fore the open door again permits Germany 
to pour forth her potash and dyes and 
other commodities. 

OrrumM—Large shipments to England of 
opium from Persia and India, of the sort 
barred from the United States, have helped 
the situation here. Such stocks released 


automatically, much of the Turkish opium, 
which is the only kind received in Amer- 
ica. 


Prices remain the same, $10 for gum, 








$12 for powdered, and $13 for granular. 
Advices from Constantinople, although 
meagre and censured, show that the chief 
hindrance to the shipment of opium is the 
Turkish government. In Smyrna there .is 
a large stock, but it cannot be moved. 
Hope is expressed in some quarters that 
the crop will find an outlet soon, however. 
It seems unlikely that Turkey will be 
plunged into hostilities this winter. Ship- 
ments have been made in the last week 
from Greek ports, and here the question 
of payment for the goods, in the absence 
of a set exchange, has been the greatest 
drawback and barrier to trade. Opium 
still is in short supply here, and it is 
conceded to be due to the light demand 
that prices remain stationary. 


MorpeHInNE—With the base unchanged, 
this derivative continues at $5.30 an ounce 
in 50-ounce cases. The next upward move 
of opium is expected to influence the price 
on morphine at once. Stocks of morphine 
have come to light in the west and are 
being offered in Chicago at unchanged 
prices. 

CopEINE-—$7 an ounce for alkaloid and 
nitrate forms in 10-ounce lots continues as 
the price of codeine, which, like morphine, 
remains unchanged despite the shortage in 


opium. As in the case of morphine, an 
advance in opium is expected to send 
codeine higher. Demand is weak at this 
time. 


QUININE—The_ expected advance in 
quinine has not come yet, but it is be- 
lieved the 31 cent mark will be passed in 
the near future. Demand continues strong, 
and much is sold here with the proviso 
that it is not for export. The latest sale 
of salts in Amsterdam shows that on Sept. 
18 the lowest price at the auction was 
20.75 florins a kilo, and the highest 21.60 
florins, the average being 21.46. The 50,- 
000 ounces of British pharmacopecial 
quality salts were sold. The next auction 
is scheduled for October 15. 

GiycerIn—C. P. is cut down to 24'%c 
in drums by most producers and a cent 
higher in cans, because of the fight among 
domestic makers to market their goods. 
Dynamite grade is obtainable at 23'%4c, 
with the market weakening daily and lower 
prices due at any turn. The lower grades 
are even weaker and despite the lack of 
all imports to compete with them are held 
at 14@l6c, the soap lye grade being 
16@17c. 

Ercot—More liberal offerings have sent 
the German and Russian ergot to $1.40@ 
1.60, and the Spanish to $1.65@1.80. De- 
mand for ergot has fallen off materially in 
the last month, and with assurances from 
Great Britain that more is on the way 
across the Atlantic, is expected to be even 
easier. Good stocks are he!d in this coun- 
try it is reported. 

Citric Acm—Second hand lots now 
are obtainable in the open market for 85c, 
with excellent prospects of going down fur- 
ther upon arrivals pro aised almost any 
day. The importations from Italy have in- 
dicated the crop is good. With the Italian 
government safe, at least temporarily from 
the war, it is expected the market soon 
will assume a normal tone. Italian banks 
already are doing business direct with fi- 
nancial institutions in New York and this 
will result in helping business as the mat- 
ter of payment has caused much trouble 
ever since the British credit system was 
disarranged by the beginning of the war. 
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Domestic manufacturers maintain. 69@70c 
in barrels for old customers in sparing lots, 
The price is %c higher in kegs. 

Carsoric Aci—U. S. P. crystals may 
be bought for 38c now, a drop of 7c from 
what the market was last week in some 
places. But 40@45c still is being asked 
in some quarters, although the price is not 
held stiffly. Pound bottles of U. S. P. are 
held at 45@46c Crude acid still is held 
at 7@7%4c for 95@100%. The trade bases 
much hope on the success of American 
manufacturers in making crystals here of 
American coal tar, although these makers 
assert they are far from able to produce 
even one-tenth of the consumption of this 
country. However, the use of carbolic 
icid has fallen off 50% since September 1, 
it is estimated, substitutes being used in 
many cases, and it being eliminated entire- 
ly in other cases. It is reported Great 
Britain will ship a large stock to this coun- 
try to certain importers who will guarantee 
it will not be re-exported. 

SaticyLic Acip—This acid is held weak- 
ly at from $1.20@1.25 now, with prospects 
it will go lower, following the reduction in 
price of carbolic acid. The latest cut was 
of 5c, and trade has been quiet even with 
this decrease. 

MeENnTHOL—This sprightly commodity is 
dropping back again, being priced at $2.85 
(@2.90 for spot goods in cases and $2.95@3 
for broken lots. .Demand: for menthol has 
fallen away rapidly since the Pacific. has 
been clear and shipments have been arriv- 
ing from Japan with regularity. Importers 
already are showing anxiety over moving 
their stocks, and further concessions are 
expected daily. 

CamMpHor—Refined Japanese gum may 
be obtained in some quarters here for 75@ 
80c and although there still is a marked 
scarcity of some sizes, there is an easier 
tone to the market. Shipments have been 
received from England and from Japan. 
Domestic refiners continue to offer deliveries 
until Jan. 1 on a bulk basis of 59%4c. 
Every effort will be made to keep this price 
intact. Although demand has been dull in 
the last week the figures remained firm. 

PotasH CARBONATE—No supplies are in, 
and in the face of reports of the closing 
of Holland to German commerce, prices 
have eased somewhat. Demand is very 
light and there is some activity on the part 
of holders to effect sales. Calcined, 80@ 
85% is 15c a pound, 96@98%, 18c, and 
hydrated, 80@85%, 20c. 

PotasH Caustic—Domestic is held firm- 
ly at 174%4@20c a pound, with the imported 
grade 18@21c. Trade is rather quiet but 
there is no weakness evident and it seems 
certain quotations will be maintained. 

PotasH CHLORATE—Spot lots of crystals 
are on the market at ?°c a pound, powd- 
ered being 7c higke: Manu/acturers are 
offering small quantities of chlorate of pot- 
ash at 15c a pound. 

SopA CHLORATE—Contracts remain at 
14c a pound, and although there are some 
inquiries, this price will not be shaded. 
Production has been increased, and sellers 
evince no intention of shading quotations. 

Sopa BIcARBONATE—Demand continues 
brisk for bicarbonate of soda with no 
change in prices. One cent for bulk in 
carlots and 1.1c for kegs at the works still 
are maintained, with .2c premium for de- 
liveries in this district, less usual dis- 
counts. English bicarbonate rules at 2% 
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@3c a pound, in smal] supply and equally 
small demand. 

Sopa AsH—Carlots of light 58% are 
held at 60c; and larger contracts of the 
same grade are quoted on the same terms 
as last week. Export business in soda ash 
is increasing weekly, although chiefly in 
small individual quantities.

NO REASON FOR PANIC 





Dodge & Olcott, dealers in essential oils, 
is one firm that is not pessimistic over tie 
market outlook ‘Buyers now realize ex- 
actly the position the drug and chemical 
trade finds itself and they will not expect 
to accomplish the impossible,” said a mem- 
ber of this firm. “Receipts of certain ar- 
ticles have been shut off entirely by the 
war and there is no way to get more. Now 
even if prices go higher and highcr, wher 
the supply is exhausted, no more is to be 
had. 

“Nearly all the large manufacturers are 
stocked up, with enough supplies to last 
them varying lengths of time. They will 
not all be cleaned out together, and so I 
do not agree with those who predict a sud- 
den raid on the market when shelves now 
stocked are bare. Gradually the concerns 
will be ‘out’ of one thing or another, and 
they must find substitutes or do without. 
Or else small lots, just enough to eke out 
the market, will be brought to light by 
the high prices they will command. 

‘The worst is over, I believe, as far as 
speculation and the boom in quotations is 
concerned. There was no reason for the 
panic that followed the realization of what 
war meant in the trade. If the manufac- 
turers had kept their heads, gone on with 
what they had, and just bought sparingly 
when it was needed, instead of trying to 
‘corner’ the market in various lines, these 
inflated prices never would have prevailed. 
Of course things would have been higher 
than before—some of them are going high- 
er—but there would have been no mean- 
ingless skyrocketing, and once an article 
went up it would have stayed up, or at 
least until such times as importations were 
received. An examination of the present 
market shows that several articles bounded 
way up in price, and since then have sag- 
ged away down. And a further investiga- 
tion will not disclose any arrivals of these 
particular articles in the inward mani- 
fests, open to the public at the Customs 
House. That means just one thing. There 
has been gambling in these articles and 
when the gamblers saw the manufacturers 
would not stand for the exorbitant prices, 
they have shaved prices, in order to move 
what goods they had on hand.” 


SUGGESTED WAR TAXATION 





Chewing gum and proprietary medicines 
were added to the list of articles which 
will bear the war tax yesterday. 

A tax of four cents on every dollar pack- 
age of chewing gum was incorporated in 
the bill, and then the Spanish war law 
imposing a tax on patent medicines, includ- 
ing everything for which there is a private 
formula, was added.

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SHELLAC IS ERRATIC 





England Believed to Have an 
Abundant Supply 





Shellac quotations are erratic because of 
the activities of a German cruiser in the 
Bay of Bengal which is reported to have 
captured or sunk from eight to a dozen 
British vessels, all carrying much of the 
gum as cargo. 

Just before the Kaiser’s navy begun to 
operate in restraint of trade from India, 
the bears in the New York market by a 
combined bayonet assault rammed prices 
down about four cents, TN, the standard 
grade which comprises about 75% of the 
product, going to 16 cents, and DC, the 
best grade being marked 24 cents. 

The latest raids by the German war- 
ship have stiffened the market perceptibly, 
however, and as soon as reports were re- 
ceived that more cargoes were in Davy 
Jones’ locker, quotations were raised. 

There is a large stock of shellac on hand 
in the United States and there are enorm- 
ous supplies of it held in Great Britain, 
so that even if the port of Calcutta is 
closed for a time by the German navy, 
there will be no stringency experienced, 
although prices certainly will not go down. 

“England has the shellac but she needs 
money more than shellac, so we will have 
shipments right along.” said Mr. Stoner 
of Marx & Rawolle, No. 100 William street. 
“It will only be a question of time before 
an English man of war or a Japanese, 
maybe, will reopen the port of Calcutta, 
which just now practically is closed. It 
is reported the Yeddo with four or five 
thousand packages of shellac on board, put 
back to Calcutta after she was ten days 
out.” 

The United States consumed about half 
of the world supply of shellac, which en- 
tirely comes from India. About 100,000 
packages a year, weighing 160 pounds each, 
are imported into this country every year. 
Cheap alcohol is largely responsible for 
the wide use of shellac in America. Many 
manufacturers who formerly used oil var- 
nishes now use shellac varnishes exclusively 
and their use is spreading continually. 

According to manifests of the vessel 
sunk off the Bay of Bengal, more than 
10,000 packages of shellac, along with 
other articles, have gone to the bottom of 
the sea. It is estimated that there are 
ten thousand packages on hand in this 
country now, however. 

Shellac has presented a varied career in 
the last decade, the price having been as 
low as 12%c. on one occasion, and having 
risen to 55c. in 1906 when India declared 
on its honor that there was a marked 
shortage. 

But the “bugs” have been working regu- 
larly and industriously in recent years, and 
the present crop is said to be a big one. 


TO SOLVE CHEMiCAL PROBL’ Vis

The speakers will include J. Merritt 
Matthews, consulting chemist to the tex- 
tile industries, who will discuss “Dyestuffs 
and the Textile Industry”; Arthur Prill, 
editor of the Mill Men’s Section of the 
Daily Trade Record, who will speak on 
“The Campaign for the American Dye- 
stuff Industry”; I. F. Stone, president of 
the National Aniline and Chemical Com- 
pany, who will take up the subject of 
“Coal Tar Colors in America”; and Alfred 
L. Lustig, chairman of the Dyestuff Com- 
mittee, National Association of Finishers 
of Textile Cotton Fabrics, his topic being 
“Needs of the Textile Industry.” The 
spezkers and their subjects insure that the 
meeting will be of the greatest importance 
in throwing light on this most pressing 
question.

OXALIC ACID ON THE WAY 





A small shipment of Norwegian oxalic 
acid has been received, and the price now 
is 20c. A further supply is reported to 
be en route, although not enough to in- 
fluence the price, it is believed 

German oxalic acid is one of the most 
conspicuous absentees from the local mar- 
ket. The United States will depend on 
Norway for all of the imported acid until 
the war is over. It will not be shipped by 
way of Dutch ports. 


OIL OF WINTERGREEN 





Artificial oil of wintergreen is one of the 
essential oils that has jumped 100 per cent. 
since thé war began. Where formerly it 
was priced at 27c a pound, it now com- 
mands $1.25@1.30 with every indication of 
going higher. Some artificial wintergreen 
has been made in this country, but we de- 
pend on Germany for the raw material, 
and this has been cut off. Germany also 
is the chief manufacturer of the product. 


OLIVE OIL TRADE SLOW 





Table olive oils, in freer offering, are 
easier in price, and are expected to drop 
further with arrivals promised in October. 
The market is expected to maintain a level 
slightly above normal, however, as the crop 
in Italy, Spain, and Greece is not up to 
former years, in quality or in quantity. 
It is streaky, being prolific and fine in 
some sections, but not covering enough 
territory to offset the generally poor and 
sparse crop. 

Trouble continues in the financial end 
of the business, Greek, Italian and Spanish 
banks maintaining their attitude of un- 
friendliness and distrust toward American 
banks. This spirit is being broken slowly, 
however, through efforts of the consuls and 
ambassadors of these countries here. 

The Greek government has decreed that 
neither gold nor checks payable in foreign 
countries may be shipped until further 
notice, and this has resulted in the trade 
being curtailed. It is believed arrange- 
ments will be perfected soon for direct 
drafts on New York banks from Italy and 
vice versa. 

French checks received here are worth- 
less at present in most cases owing to the 
moratorium prevailing there, and the fact 
all French banks are closed. This has 





crippled olive oil exportations from. France 
also, though some shipments are being 
made on a cash basis. . 

London financial institutions still. main- 
tain their conservative attitude, it being 
reported they refused to open credit ac- 
counts in Spanish banks for the British 
government which was buying olive oil for 
army use. 

Turkey has placed an embargo on olive 
oil. It is used there as a foodstuff and 
a staple ration in the army. 


WAR RISKS UP AGAIN 





Just as things begin to settle down 
and it seems as though England still is 
really “mistress of the seas,” and the in- 
surance companies begin to turn a listen- 
ing ear to the pleas of exporters that war 
risks be reduced, some German cruiser 
locates a flock of freighters to pick on, 
scuttles a few of them, and the rates are 
boosted a little higher. 

The war risk on British ships from India 
now is 5%, because of the activity of the 
German cruiser Emden, and the rate on 
French ships is 3%. Risks on British 
steamships in the north Atlantic are the 
same as those on neutral boats, however, 
144%. There is evidence that the under- 
writers believe the transatlantic lane is as 
safe as a Liverpool just now. 

In English bottoms the rate from Crete 


is 244%, and 14%4% in neutrals. Spanish 
vessels are subject to 114% rate, and 


Italian 1% higher. 

So few queries are received on German 
boats, there is no set standard, the rate 
being based on the port of departure and 
the destination. Inquiries are being made 
chiefly by German boats now in neutral 
ports which intend to try to slip out and 
deliver cargoes, or make American harbors. 


NO EXPORT TO GERMANY 





Germany dropped off the weekly export 
list issued by the New York Customs 
House last week for the first time in the 
memory of the most ancient and honorable 
employe there. Despite the fact German 
ports have been “bottled up” by the British 
fleet, and even Dutch steamers are dubious 
over carrying much cargo consigned up the 
Rhine, there have been small shipments 
right along until now. 

Week before last the total of shipments 
to Germany was exactly $1,000, whereas in 
normal weeks before the war, values some- 
times amounted to $6,000,000 and averaged 
about $4,000,000. And then last week the 
exports dropped to a new level of $0. 
and Oc. 

But outside of the Kaiser’s portion, the 
United States’ trade with the world is 
picking up, thank you, last week totalling 
$20,032,132, nearly three and a quarter 
million dollars more than in the corre- 
sponding week a year ago. 

In the two months of war, exports have 
amounted to $119,514,382. In those same 
two months of 1913, exports were $134,- 
282,487. ,

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GOING AFTER GERMAN DRUGS 


Steamship Matanzas, Under the 
American Flag, Sailing for Holland 








Tomorrow the steamship Matanzas of the 
New York & Porto Rico Steamship 
Line, is scheduled to steam for Rotter- 
dam, in ballast, for a cargo of dyes, 
chemicals, potash, and other articles of 
German origin. She flies the American 
flag and has been chartered by two 
American concerns—though representa- 
tives of German houses—H. A. Metz & 
Co., No. 122 Hudson street and Adolph 
Kuttroff, president of the Badische Co., 
No. 128 Duane street. 

The success of the Matanzas in its 
quest for the German products so badly 
needed in the United States depends 
largely on whether Holland will con- 
tinue to receive German imports in 
canal boats on the Rhine and whether 
Great Britain will make an exception in 
the case of Yankee boats and not in- 
force her decree that hereafter all car- 
goes bound from or to Germany will 
be seized. 

Of 4,200 tons capacity, the Matanzas 
is expected to return here in about six 
weeks with enough potash, heavy chemi- 
cals and dyes, to alleviate the pinched 
market until such times as other Ameri- 
can vessels, chartered by Americans, can 
emulate her example and transport more 
across the Atlantic. There are numbers 
of American vessels lying idle in this 
port now, which are available for such 
traffic. 

The Matanzas arrived in this port 
from the West Indies on Sunday and 
the last of her cargo was removed yes- 
terday. It was originally the intention 
of the charterers to send to Rotterdam 
a cargo of copper and cotton, but this 
plan has been abandoned as time is the 
most essential element and the vessel 
will be rushed eastward in ballast. 

Chartering the Matanzas is in accord- 
ance with plans projected by the State 
department in Washington last week 
when a number of importers of German 
goods were invited to attend a confer- 
ence there, and when a committee was 
named to arrange for the vessel. 

It is reported that the plan of char- 
tering the boat has the endorsement of 
William J. Bryan, secretary of state, 
and that he is negotiating with British 
diplomats to safeguard the vessel and 
its return cargo. Just what assurances 
he has received that the American boat 
will be treated with respect is not 
known. However, importers here as- 
sert they are confident England will 
make an exception in the case of the 
United States, even though she has been 
stopping boats of the Holland-America 
Line in her efforts to stamp out all 
German trade. 

Dyestuffs will form most of the cargo 
of the Matanzas, according to report. It 
is said there is a large supply of Ger- 
man dyes which were received down 
the Rhine prior to September 22, when 
Germany decreed that henceforth no 
German products were to be carried in 
any but American bottoms. It also is 
reported there is much potash stored 
away in Rotterdam and large quantities 
of chemicals originating in Germany. 

Just how true this is cannot be 
learned, and even those persons making 


the assertions that the material is there 
ready to be shipped will not say how 
they got their information. In some 
quarters it is asserted there is no supply 
in Holland and that large consignments 
of German goods are being held beyond 
the Dutch frontier and will not be per- 
mitted to pass through. It is reported 
that a large amount of Swiss dyes are 
being held in the Rhine, barred from 
Holland. 

It will take the Matanzas about thir- 
teen days to make the trip across the 
ocean and it is estimated it will require 
a week in port to obtain the cargo and 
load it. Every effort will be made by 
Messrs. Metz and Kuttroff to have the 
cargo ready for the Matanzas as soon 
as she arrives in Rotterdam. 

Frederick Kuttroff, secretary of the 
Badische Company, No. 128 Duane street, 
and son of Adolph Kuttroff, president 
of the concern, refused yesterday to 
discuss the chartering of the Matanzas 
by his father and Herman A. Metz, and 
would not even admit such a thing had 
been done. 

“T do not know anything about it. 
Probably the boat will be chartered, but 
we are not prepared to discuss it at this 
time. You better see Mr. Metz about 
the matter,” he said. 

When Mr. Kuttroff was told that it 
was improbable that Mr. Metz had 
chartered the Matanzas in behalf of 
himself and Adolph Kuttroff without 
advising the latter of the deal, the 
younger Mr. Kuttroff declined to see it 
that way. 

“Would Mr. Metz have a right to 
spend Mr. Kuttroff’s money in charter- 
ing a steamship without even advising 
Mr. Kuttroff of what had been done?” 
he was asked. 

“Why, the matter is in Mr. Metz’s 
hands and whatever he sees fit to do 
will be done,” he replied. “There are a 
good many people who do not want to 
see a steamship go to Rotterdam and 
get goods for America. Wait until we 
see if the venture is a success and then 
will be time enough to talk of it. There 
is nothing to be said now.” 


GOODS VIA HOLLAND 








“The main hitch in commerce with 
Germany does not seem to me to lie 
in the choice of ships to carry goods 
from Rotterdam to New York, but in 
the difficulty of getting German goods 
through Holland to Rotterdam,” said 
C. C. Speiden of Innis, Speiden & Co., 
No. 46 Cliff street, who represents the 
potash industry in the committee named 
in Washington last week to arrange for 
imports of German articles. 

“I do not believe Great Britain intends 
to permit Germany’s trade to flourish 
even if it is through a neutral gate— 
Rotterdam. It certainly is to England’s 
interest to bottle up all German goods— 
that is what she has maintained a navy 
for, and I believe she will stop Ameri- 
can boats as quick as she will Holland 
boats. 

“We can get no assurances either 
from Germany or from Rotterdam that 
there are cargoes of potash and the 
other articles we want waiting for us 
in Rotterdam. I do not believe the 


stuff is there, and think the scheme to 








tical. I believe it would come in any 
neutral ships if it could come at all. 
“Germany has made two stipulations 
—the first that goods sent to the United 
States must not be re--exported; second 
that-they must come in American ships. 
This ruling became operative on Sep- 
tember 22, and I have not heard of a 
single bargeload of German goods en- 
tering Holland since then. 

“Holland now has made a decision 
herself that may settle the whole mat- 
ter, and that is to refrain from partici- 
pating further in commerce with Ger- 
many. That is the report in the news- 
papers and if it is authentic and no 
goods are allowed to get through to 
Rotterdam the whole question is settled 
right there.” 


FACTIONS IN THE TRADE 





The New York drug and chemical 
trade is divided, not equally, in two fac- 
tions, one pro-German, the other anti- 
German. For the very reason that the 
United States is dependent largely on 
Germany for so many heavy chemicals, 
dyes, drugs, and essential oils, is also 
the reason why much more than half 
the trade is pro-German. Some of the 
most influential concerns in the trade 
are branch houses of German firms, or 
are headquarters for branch house’ in 
German territory. They are headed and 
officered by men of German birth, whose 
innate allegiance, at least, is to the 
Fatherland. 

The French proportion, while consid- 
erable, is a lesser element; the British, 
smaller still, and the Russian and Bel- 
gian almost negligible. It is this lesser 
faction that is asking the question: “Is 
the trade being used as a catspaw for 
Germany to hurt England in the eyes of 
the United States?” It is the larger, 
pro-German faction which scoffs and 
answers: “No,” but at the same time 
gives the opinion that the United States 
will not brook interference by British 
warships, of freighters carrying the 
stars and stripes—even though loaded 
loaded with the Kaiser’s goods—if they 
are from a neutral port. 

The Dutch trade is responsible for 
the situation. German commodities have 
been shipped down the Rhine to Rotter- 
dam, placed in Dutch bottoms and ship- 
ped across the Atlantic to the United 
States. American products have been 
sent ostensibly to Holland, but there 
they have been re-shipped to Germany. 

Recently Great Britain took cogniz- 
ance of this and decided it must stop. 
It is to the Allies’ interest to impoverish 
Germany, to starve the nation out if 
need be, to hasten their victory. And 
this duty falls naturally on Great Bri- 
tain, whose sea strength has been cre- 
ated for just such purposes. 

So Great Britain has decreed that she 
will seize all cargoes originating in Ger- 
many, or bound to Germany, regardless 
of whether they are in neutral bottoms, 
or consigned, ostensibly, to neutral ports. 
_ Pro-Germans assert the British action 
is not in accord with the rules of mod- 
ern warfare as agreed on in the Hague 
tribunals.

cerned. So they have advanced the pro- 
posal to charter a steamship in New 
York, float the stars and stripes, and 
carry to Rotterdam a cargo of copper 
and cotton, and return with dyes, 
chemicals, drugs, and other German 
made commodities needed here so ur- 
gently. 

They figure that if British warships 
stop a Yankee craft and take from her 
hold what they deem is either for or 
from Germany, it will make the citizens 
of these United States quite peevish 
and may do much toward diverting the 
sympathies of. Americans from the Al- 
lies to the Germans. And this is “a 
consummation devoutly to be wished” 
by some German Americans. 

But latest advices from Holland seem 
to indicate that the entire proposition 
may be nipped in the bud by action of 
the Dutch government in prohibiting 
any shipments across her frontier into 
Germany. Arrests of Dutch farmers 
already have been made, the cables say, 
for violation of this edict, and all com- 
merce with Germany will be stopped 
henceforth. 

It would seem this action is merely 
another evidence of British diplomacy ; 
that Holland, whose sympathies through- 
out have been with Great Britain, but 
whose fears have been of Germany, has 
been made to see the precarious position 
England would be forced into by the 
establishment of an American merchant 
marine to handle goods from Rotter- 
dam, and has agreed to further the 
cause of her secret ally, by stopping all 
the mooted trade. 

If no barges were being floated down 
the Rhine to Rotterdam, and conse- 
quently no German goods were being re- 
ceived there, no American ships would 
be sent over, and no American « 
would be stopped and searched by 
British cruisers. So the crux of the 
whole situation lies in Holland’s attitude 
and on the truth of the report she will 
place an embargo on all German trade. 


DUTCH BOATS VERY BUSY 





Higher and higher go freight rates as 
reports roll in of freighters sunk and 
captured by hostile warships on all the 
seven seas. Demand for shipping is not 
so strong as it was a month ago, neverthe- 
less, rates are being maintained by owners, 
who will tie up at a dock rather than take 
a chance on a low figure. 

From Marseilles the rate is ten francs 
ton higher than it was before the war, and 
from Sweden a 25% advance is effective. 
Generally rates are 5014 higher although 
in some cases they. have doubled. 

Dutch boats plying between New York 
and Rotterdam are making a harvest at 
this time, and even though Germany per- 
sists in its declaration not to ship except 
in America:. Bottoms, there still will be 





more business for Holland than she can 
take care of. 


POTASH FOUND IN SPAIN? 





Rumors are current in Madrid, and 
have been cabled to local heavy chemical 
houses, that a. large and rich deposit of 
potash has been discovered in Spain. The 
exact or approximate location of the de- 
posit is not disclosed, however. 

Some of the severe fighting between the 
Austrian and Russian troops in Galicia 
has been in the territory where much pot- 
ash is found. If the Czar’s troops occupy 
this district, it is believed the allies will 
ask that the potash be shipped back to 
Russia and then to France, England and 
the United States by the circuitous rontes 
necessary, in order to supply the world 
with the commodity for which we have re- 
lied on Germany. 


POTASH “STRIKES” 





No apprehensions are felt by the Ger- 
man Potash Syndicate, No. 42 Broad- 
way, over reports of a Spanish “strike” 
of potash. Neither does that concern 
worry for its future over reports that 
California potash soon will be marketed. 

It does worry over its shipments to 
the United States, and can give no as- 
surance of when cargoes will arrive in 
this country, if Holland refuses to ac- 
cept German trade and if Great Britain 
seizes articles on the high seas originat- 
ing from Germany. 

Geologists have figured that Germany 
has enough potash in the Stassfurt de- 
posits to supply the world for a million 
years. 

The United States imports more than 

a million tons of potash a year, or 
rather formerly imported that much. In 
Searles Lake, San Bernardino county, 
Cal., a corporation soon will be market- 
ing five tons a month, and in the course 
of a year, will have an output of 120 
tons a month, it asserts. 
Of the Spanish potash little is known 
except one thing. That is that the 
Spanish government will supervise the 
industry, if an industry is established, 
and will regulate the control and out- 
put of Spanish potash. The deposits are 
in the northeastern part of Spain, and 
are a braine proposition, it is believed, 
the same as the Searles Lake deposit, 

Soluble potash is found in a solid 
state in the Stassfurt deposits and is 
mined easily, carried to the Elbe and 
Weser rivers, shipped to Hamburg and 
Bremen and transported across the 
ocean. Single carlots can be obtained 
in this country at $8 in normal times. 

There are 190 mines in the Stassfurt 
deposits and 40 of them could furnish 
the world supply. For this reason 
their output is regulated by the Imperial 
government, each one receiving a pro 
rate share of the domestic and foreign 
business. 

Beside the Stassfurt deposits, there is 
the Amerlia mine in Alsace and the 
Kaluzs mine in Galicia, just south of 
Lemberg, which recently was captured 
by the Russians. This Kaluzs mine is 
of the same formation as the mines in 
the Hartz mountain district, and re- 
ports have been received from Petro- 
grad that the mine will be worked afid 
potash shipped as soon as the Russian 





arms havé advanced far enough to safe- 
guard the operating of the industry. 

The United States: government still is 
drilling for potash in one spot in cen- 
tral Nevada. It has given up its opera- 
tions in search of deposits in all other 
sections. 


MINERS MUST HAVE CYANIDE 





“We must have cyanide, or many gold 
mines in the United States and in 
Mexico will have to close down,” said 
Paul Mausolff, secretary of the Roessler, 
Hasslacher Chemical Co., No. 100 Will- 
iam street, and a member of the com- 
mittee appointed in Washington last 
week to devise ways and means to get 
German products to this country. 

“And we need dyes for the textile 
industry just as bad. Stocks are low 
and they must be replenished or the 
mills must close down and that will 
mean thousands out of work. 

“Great Britain will not interfere with 
an American vessel carrying supplies 
from Rotterdam. Secretary Redmond 
was at the meeting in Washington and 
he said he did not think English cruisers 
would bother ships flying the stars and 
stripes.” 

Mr Mausolff was asked if Great 
Britain does not need dyes as badly as 
the United States. 

“Yes, they probably do,” he replied. 
“But they have dye making plants 
there. If they run short of there raw 
materials they must make white goods, 
that’s all.” 

Mr. Mausolff asserted he _ believes 
there will be no difficulty experienced if 
an American vessel goes to Rotterdam 
for a cargo of German chemicals and 
dyes. 

“We probably will send the vessel 
over in ballast; we cannot take time to 
load her with copper or cotton this trip,” 
he said. “Why, Great Britain will not 
dare to offend this country and cause 
all the misery and hard times that will 
ensue if our mines and mills are forced 
to close down through lack of German 
products which we could get as well as 
not if Britain did not interfere.” 


WANT COTTON AND GAUZE 





Orders for a million pounds of ab- 
sorbent cotton and a million yards of 
gauze continue to float about through the 
New York market. Factories of all the 
big concerns in the United States are being 
operated night and day to turn out enough 
of these articles to fill the demand, ship- 
ments are delayed. 

Great Britain has bought little cotton 
and gauze, having requisitioned the huge 
Robinson factory in London. All of the 
output of this plant is going direct to the 
3ritish army. The German army has 
commandeered the Beresdorf plant and is 
working it solely for military uses. 

Neither France nor Russia have paid 
much attention to the manufacture of ab- 
sorbent cotton and gauze, so they are rely- 
ing on Great Britain and the United States. 
The Czar has been the biggest buyer the 
American market has seen. In the Japan- 
ese war the Russian government split up 
its orders among German, British, and 
American factories, but now this country 
is getting it all. 
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“ACT INSTEAD OF TALK’ 


Thomas A. Edison Claims Dumping 
Clause Is Absolutely Necessary 








At least one man whose name in scien- 
tific circles ranks with the highest is al- 
together optimistic about the future devel- 
opment of American chémical industries, 
provided fair play is assured by the enact- 
ment of a “dumping clause” in the tariff 
law. This man is Thomas A. Edison, the 
“Wizard of the Oranges.” Mr. Edison 
recently made a sensation in the chemical 
world in this country by announcing that 
he had, in a very few weeks’ time, been 
able to equip and start a factory for mak- 
ing carbolic acid from benzol in sufficient 
quantity to supply all his own needs; and 
he is the largest single user of crude 
phenol in America. He expressed the 
opinion that what he had done, other 
manufacturers could do also, but that deeds 
and not talk-fests were needed. 

In an interview with a representative of 
WEEKLY Druc Markets, Mr. Edison 
said: 

“IT use more crude carbolic acid than 
anyone else in the country. I require 
about a ton and a half a day for my 
condensite plant. No, I do not make my 
own formaldehyde; I buy that from a 
chemical works here. There is no thought 
of manufacturing carbolic acid for sale; 
we want simply to supply our own needs, 
and I do not propose to go into the manu- 
facturing chemical business in any other 
lines, unless I need something for my own 
works. But it is so easy to make carbolic 
acid from benzol, as we are doing. We 
have all the benzol we want, and there is 
plenty of it right here in this country to 
supply all requirements, if they will only 
collect it at the gas works and other places. 
You see, the benzol passes over from the 
retorts, and is allowed to stay in the gas 
to give it its illuminating power. It is the 
enricher, in other words. But that benzol 
can very easily be chilled and collected, 
and sold at 24 cents a gallon, while the 
gas can just as well be enriched with cheap 
naphtha, costing 414 cents a gallon. There 
is no trouble at all about getting the ben- 
zol, if we only go about it in the right 
way. Before I took up this work, I went 
into the matter pretty thoroughly on all 
sides, and there is not the least doubt 
about it. 

“The process I use is not patented, and 
it works well. The benzol is sulphonated 
with sulphuric acid, and then made into 
the sodium salt, which is then fused with 
an excess of caustic soda. On acidifying, 
the phenol is set free, and there you are, 
with a good yield. Caustic potash works 
a little better, but we can’t get caustic 
potash now. As for the acid, we are fixed 
finely for sulphuric acid. The acid situ- 
ation in this country is all right. The 
same thing is true of nitric acid, and that 
is why it will be easy to make aniline. The 
nitration goes well, and it is easy to re- 
duce the mirbane oil with iron and sul- 
phuric acid. The apparatus does not 
amount to anything. You can make ni- 
trating pots and reductors without any 
trouble. 

“Hydroquinone is another thing. A few 
weeks ago all the moving picture houses 
came near to closing up because the film 
people could not get any hydroquinone. But 
it is easy to make. There is scarcely any 
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chemical we cannot make here in thirty 
days, if we have to. What the manufac- 
turers want to do is to get busy and do 
something, and not sit around all day in 
their offices reading the war news. But 
there is one most important factor that 
will be required before any large chem- 
ical industries can be built up. That is a 
‘dumping clause’ in the tariff laws, such 
as Canada has. 

“This clause was in the Clayton Bill at 
first, but when the bill got to the Senate, 
why—” and here Mr. Edison drew his fin- 
ger significantly across his throat. “We 
must have some method of preventing the 
German and other firms from selling goods 
here at lower prices than they charge 
abroad. Those German firms have men in 
this country to spot every little factory 
that shows its head, and as soon as it puts 
out a line in competition, down go the 
prices of the German stuff until that fac- 
tory has to shut up. Oh, I know all about 
this dumping business. I did it myself 
thirty years ago. When I started to make 
electric lights, I figured that if I only had 
a market, I could increase my output enor- 
mously without increasing my cost of pro- 
duction more than a very little. And so 
I began to sell lamps in Germany for about 
29 cents, while charging 42 cents for them 
here. I built up a big trade, and at one 
time was selling almost as many lamps 
abroad as in the United States. The news- 
papers all took it up, as a new method of 
doing business. I have columns of clip- 
pings about it up there in the files. 

“Anybody who invests a lot of money 
in chemical manufacturing before such a 
dumping clause is enacted, is going to lose 
his money. Congress ought to put such a 
bill through at once. We don’t need any 
protective tariff. All we need is a fair 
chance to compete. 

“All this talk about our not being able 
to make synthetic chemicals as well as the 
Germans is buncombe. Some of our men 
seem. to be afraid of chemistry and chem- 
ists. They will not try out new things, 
and if they did, they would see how easy 
it all is. But it is no time now for dis- 
cussions; we must wake up and do things. 
The German manufacturing conditions will 
not become normal in less than six or eight 
years, certainly. We have the raw materi- 
als here, and we can make anything inside 
of thirty days, if we will only go ahead 
and do it. 

“Then there is a lot of talk about dye 
patents. That is more bunk. Ninety-eight 
per cent. of all the necessary colors can 
be manufactured free, without bothering 
about any patents. The patents are mostly 
on the rare and special shades.” 

The interviewer asked whether the low 
cost of labor abroad had to be reckoned 
with, when the normal conditions of pro- 
duction were resumed. Mr. Edison was 
emphatic in denying that labor cost was 
of much importance. 

“Why, I can get up a machine that will 
take the place of thirty men. How does 
that affect the wages question? I would 
be willing to go into compétition with a 
factory in Russia, for instance, where a 
man will be paid only fifty cents a day, 
while I am paying three dollars a day 
here. And I will come out ahead. I will 
even be wlling to compete with Chinese 
labor at ten cents a day. All that is 
necessary is to get up a lot of little ingen- 





ious devices, that save labor, and then the 
labor cost problem is settled.” 
Unfortunately, Mr. Edison did not state 
where the other firms are to hire the men 
who will invent these ingenious devices. 


RUSSIAN CANTHARIDES DROP 





Russian cantharides was one article that 
was put on the chute and sent to lower 
altitudes last week. ‘rom an asking price 
of $8, held. stiffly for some weeks, the 
price dropped a dollar, and when that failed 
to produce business, a half dollar was 
knocked from that, quotations being $6.50 
@7, with little trade resulting. 


As may be gleaned from its name Rus- 
sian Cantharides comes from the Czar’s 
domain, and very little has been shipped 
since the beginning of the war. London 
has held, and still holds, large stocks of 
the article, however, and it was the dump- 
ing of part of these on the market that 
caused the decline in prices. 

Before the war $2.25 was considered a 
good price for cantharides, but with the 
beginning of hostilities, the mark leaped 
skyward, finally perching at $8. Some 
manufacturers attempted to restock at this 
prohibitive figure and many sales were 


made. The resulting apathy of buyers 
prompted reductions, but so far to no 
avail. It is expected $5 will be the price 


in another week. This is based on the 
belief there is a huge stock in London. No 
shipments are expected from Russia for 
some time. 

Recent reports of the transportation of 
Russian troops from Archangel by way of 
the northern sea route caused fleeting 
hopes that possibly shipments of Russian 
goods might be moved the same way. The 
reports of the soldiers’ passage from Arch- 
angel have never been confirmed. 


NAVAL STORES POOL 





So far the “gentlemen’s agreement” among 
factors of naval stores is working ad- 
mirably. Prices are up to the mark set 
by the pool, generally, and the figures are 
held stiffly. Savannah has been selected 
as headquarters, with J. O. Hatch as 
selling agent. 


The naval stores pool now asserts it 
represents more than 90% of the produc- 
tion of turpentine and resin in the United 
States, and it believes it will add another 
5% to its enrollment before long. 

Closing quotations of the Savannah 
Board of Trade of July 31 are the marks 
aimed at by the pool, and these will be 
held to rigorously, as long as the organi- 
zation is effective. Independents give the 
pool about three months of activity, when 
they assert, leaks will destroy its power to 
hold prices. 


The pool is selling for export, and to 
any and all jobbers and brokers and manu- 
facturers. Following the advance in prices 
by the pool, the little group of independents 
also have jacked up their figures, so the 
situation in naval stores is improved, 
vastly, over what it was two weeks ago. 

Reports from Savannah, Montgomery, and 
Jacksonville, say the banking situation is 
easier there since prices have advanced. 
Government aid has been promised in some 
cases.

IMPORTED NUTS 





Nuts have begun to feel the effect of the 
European conflict. Now that the time for 
harvesting the nut crops in Southern Europe 
has arrived, dealers find that we can expect 
few or no English walnuts, almonds, filberts 
and pistachio nuts. The walnuts come from 
France, where there seems to be small likeli- 
hood of the crop being gathered and where 
an embargo on foodstuffs would keep the 
nuts at home anyway. The disorganization 
f the carrying fleets, as well as the difficulty 
of maintaining commercial relations inter- 
feres with the purchase and shipment of the 
others. Almonds come to us from Spain, 
Italy and France; filberts come from Italy; 
while we get our pistachio nuts from Syria 


8,009 }and other countries bordering on the Medi- 


terranean Sea. 

A few pistachio nuts are grown in Cali- 
fornia and in some of the southern states, 
but they are inferior to the sort obtained 
abroad. A few days ago, a wholesale gro- 
cery firm of New York City received a small 
hipment of almonds from Spain, but further 
shipments are not expected. As a result of 
the tie-up, dealers believe that America will 
have only the supply of these foreign nuts 
now on hand to tide her over the year. 

Peanuts are now very low, owing to un- 
usual conditions and the additional demand 
will have to be high to torce them above 
normal. We have been sending between 
7,000,000 and 8,000,000 pounds of peanuts 
abroad annually for food purposes and for 
use in the soap manufacturing industry, but 
the foreign market is now closed and the 
entire supply must be sold here.

CITRIC ACID PRICES DROP 





Eight hundred barrels of citric acid ar- 
rived from Italy in one shipment last 
week, and there is more on the way. A 
big round nickel was knocked off the dol- 
lar price before the ship had docked. 
With the bill broken, it did not take long 
to shake off a little more change. Manu- 
facturers here believe citric will be down 
to 75 cents by the end of the week. The 
largest producers here have been supply- 
ing “old and trusted” customers with their 
usual quota of citric at 69, 70 and 71 
cents, although on the outside the price 
was twice as high for a time. It is only 
in the last two weeks that citric could be 
bought as “cheaply” as $1. 

Bergamot, lemon and orange oils also 
are arriving from Italy, and there now is 
no stress in these lines. Prices have scaled 
off and are expected to drop to about nor- 
mal, unless Italy becomes implicated in the 
war, when trade in these three oils, as well 
as in citric, is expected to drop to nothing.
